
Glendon conference 
discusses Quebec

TORONTO — Glendon College, Ontario's two-year-old 
incubator of Canadian bilingualism, faced its first test in 
cultural compalibllily of the opening of 'Quebec year eight' 
last Friday. 

Comparing the Quebec nBtionallst movement with the quest 
for student autonomy on campus, McGill Academic Vice-Principal 
MIchnel Oliver, research director of the Royal Commission on 
lîlllngualism and Blculturalism opened ttic conference with an 
exposition of "pressure gauges in the society". 

Oliver snid for a long time the Frcncti Canadian people, 
lilce university students, wanted no part in their government. 
Recently though, "There has been a growing dissent with the 
power relations over the past years. In each cascjhcrc is a part 
of community that feels Its liberties have bcén restrained," he said. 

Oliver sold both students and French-Canadians arc facing 
the "third dilemma of choosing between an autonomous community 
and a partnership with the maximum amount of participation". 

' Advising his audience to 'ignore the voices that say It Is too 
late', Oliver called for a comprehensive effort to oppose "frag- 
mentation of our society wliich amounts to an admission of de- 
feat". He called Montreal a "city of segregation wherein the 
other language group presents Itself in impersonal ways through 
road signs, movies, and television". 

Apart from Ontario he said the rest of Canada is too caught 
up in "stereotyped my thologically-based thinking about French- 
Canadians" to be able to rcslove national unity problems ratiour 
ally. 

Dr. Oliver emphasized the role of Ontario in Canadian unity 
and denounced indcpcndcntist crics-which ignore the scene out- 
side Quebec. He said it is premature to conclude that "The die 
is already cast".

A committee of the Queen's 
University council, made up of 
all senate members, trustees, 
some administrators, and an 
equal number of alumni, re- 
commended : 

"The students of the university 
continue to be represented on 
the board by the rector who 
should not be a student nor a 
member of faculty at any uni- 
versity. The charter should be 
amended to set forth the dis- 
qualification of students". 

The Ontario Universities Act 
stipulates a faculty member can- 
not be a rector, but it docs not 
specifically exclude a student as 
rector. 

There is an election stated 
for Dec. 6 for a new rector. 

The 'candidates are Senator 
Gralton O'Lcary and George 
Carson, president of the Queen's 
student union. 



The committee further recom- 
mended : 

"The student body should 
have- two representatives on the 
senate, appointed by the execut- 
ive of the Alma Mater Society 
neither of whom should be an 
undergraduate". 

The committee was to report 
on the applicability of the Duff< 
Bcrdahl Report on university 
government at Queen's. The 
report itself recommended a 
non-student rector on the Queen's 
model.

Tremblay received his law 
doctorate from U dc M and 
was already a governor. Ills 
appointment was announced 
in conjunction with those of 
several new governors, two 
vice-rcctors, a secretary-gen- 
eral and a rector. The new 
appointments are a result of 
reforms by the university to 
make itself a fully secular

Two old houses In New Westminster with purple bed> 
room walls and orange doors, inhabited by people with 
beards, books, cats, typewriters and guitars — that's a co-op. 

In the houses live 43 young men and women, mostly Simon 
Fraser instructors and students, who belong to Greater Vancouver's 
only residence coKip. 

They pay $75 monthly for room and board in adjoining 
former boarding houses on Queens Avenue. 

To a visitor their restrictions seem minimal: no drugs; 
self restraint for everything else. 

"I always trust we have no more structure than we need 
to have," said one resident, Art Stone, an assistant math. pro- 
fessor at SFU. 

Car pools to the University aren't organized and the supper 
cooking schedule is not always followed. . ■ 

. "At first we tried to make decisions by consensus, wbldiwiras 
idealistic," said Rosemary Gagné, a co-op resident sïncPlts 
formation in June. 

"But we discovered that not everyone could do their bit 
because of difficulty-in knowing what one's bit was. So responsi- 
bilities have become centered on specific People.'!^"^^,^ . 

Each house has an elected manager who collecU^ent^signs 
cheques and makes arrangements, but has no authm^EfSe'r the 
residents. . ' TAj^iiW. 

One couple buys all the food and sîms||i^ïï^^wfjffeezër 
of each house. Bill Fix, an SFU teaching assistàhrin'^edûcation, 
is organizing the^bopkkeeping.

future, and to choose freely the 
political régime under which it 
wants to live." A resolution con- 
taining this phrase was passed 
Friday at the four-day meeting 
of the Etats Généraux.

The Board said the increase 
was essential due to mounting 
operaUwiri^costs, higher interest 
ratesf'on^i^ortgaKes, and- con- 
struction of a 1,600-unit resid- 
ence which began last fall. 

University President D. Carle-, 
ton Williams said there are sev- '. 
oral Ontario universities with 
fees higher than Western's pre- 
sent $825. "One of them has 
told us theirs will be $1,000 next 
year," he said.

The Film 
Society's announcement of the 
film describes It as "a glimp- 
se of a man incriminating 
himself and half of Europe.*'.

The resolution does not, how- 
ever, apeak for the entire as- 
sembly. Quebec delegates voted 
08 per cent in favour but French 
Canadians from outside the prov- 
ince (particularly delegates from 
Ontario and western Canada) did 
not agree. Sixty-five percent of 
Ontario delegates, 70 percent , of 
those from western Canada and 
48 per cent of those from the 
Maritimes voted against the 
motion and thus prevented It 
from becoming the official op- 
inion of the entire body. 

Another key phrase of the 
resolution stated that Quebec 
"constitutes the national ter- 
ritory and the fundamental pol- 
itical milieu of this nation." 

Later, those delegates from 
outside Quebec expressed dis- 
satisfaction with the Quebec del- 
egates who, they claimed, were 
mostly separatists and not re- 
presentative of triie Quebec 
feeling. 

A Toronto delegate tried, un- 
successfully, to change the con- 
cept of national territory from 
only Quebec to all of Canada. A 
group of young Ontario dele- 
gates broke with the older group 
to vote in favour of the resolu- 
tion as it stood. 

Another incident earlier lit tlic 
conference also had its "separal- 
'Bf'i/imrertones. Delegates en- 
thusiastically supported a motion 
to place Quebec fleur-dc-iys 
flags on the stage at Place des 
Arts, where the conference is 
ribeihgV.held. However, a similar 
'^mS^ion asking for the display of 
the^Canodian flag was greeted 
with blî^s and defeated. 

Other resolutions passed dur- 
ing the conference '^may Improve 
almost as controversiai*^^'aB' those 
regarding notional territory. 
One clause from the resolution 
on labour read, "that Quebec 
exercise exclusive ' jurisdiction 
over the areas of transportation 
and communication." It affirmed 
Quebec's rights to exclusive jur- 
isdiction on the a^oftiimi and ap- 
plication of manpdwer^policy in- 
cluding forming, retraining, un-

"But we discovered that not 
eveiyone could do their bit be- 
cause of difficulty in knowing 
what one's bit was.

but has no authmtf^over the 
residents. 

One couple buys all the food 
and stores It in thé freezer 
of each house. Bill Fix, an SFU 
teaching assistant in education, 
is organizing the bookkeeping. 

But the trend to Impersonali- 
zation will leved off, Miss Gagné 
said. "This place could^ never be- 
come a university residence. It's 
got something indefinable." 

Having both sexes share the 
buildings helps avert - the mob 
character of campus residences, 
said Stone. 

"Students seem much more ca- 
pable of- making decisions and 
taking care of themselves than 
university administrators belie- 
ve." 

Lyii Bowman, former UBC and 
SFU student described as a pacl- 
fist-anarchtst-vegctarian, said re- 
sidents in a co-op must learn to 
live with a lot of responsibilities 
not rigidly put on them. 

"One thing we've discovered 
Is that it is invaluable to have 
people around who are not stu- 
dents," he said. 

. ^'It. takes a great deal of self- 
denial and learning to relate 
one's own place to that of other 
people," said Harry Markowicz, 
an SFU lingiiisUcil teaching as- 
sistant who occupies ati Easter- 
egg blue room in the co-op. 
"Whether that lesson is learn- 
ed determines if this is a work- 
able co-op. I can't think of any 
better social situation for people 
to live In." 

The co-op, said Miss Gagné, 
evolved over a period of nine 
months from SFU professor 
Brian Carpcndale's project for 
a free University. 

His intention ^WMlto|i>r^^^ 
an alteniative ' to^^iimm?Fra8ç^ 
and UBC so that each student 
' could be free to define success 
for himself. ^ 

Jim Erkilctian, a civil rights 
worker and last year a teacher 
for the bureau of Indian Affairs, 
said : "If a student wants just 
a degree he should go to UBC. 
I'd like to see universities in- 
troduce a real learning attitude 
once more." 

But Carpendale's project fell 
through. No one can say just 
why. The six student founders, 
including Miss Gagné, then form- 
ed the Campus ^Residents' Co- 
operative Association^and com- 
menced organizing co-op housing.

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From violent to nonviolent politics 

'Violence comes from social conditions and institutions and is transmitted by socialization'

.Violence, comes from social- conditions and 
institutions and is transmitted by tlie process of 
sociallzaUon by which people, on the one hand, 
learn to accept, even to glory in, violence, and, 
on the other, are made so insensitive to others 
that they are constantly violent toward them.- 

I do not mean primarily physical violence — 
though there is far too much of that. I mean the 
InsensiUvity, unconcern and lack' of love exhibit-, 
ed toward other people-— a trait learned from 
parents and peer groups and const àntlyù rein- 
forced until there is precious UttlefrS^for 
genuine feeling and love in human relations, 
and virtually none in international affairs, 
where the human beings involved are so 
unperceivable. 

The important thing is not to seek ways to 
permeate institutions of war and violence but to 
recognize their social and psychological roots. 

An example : The institution of property in 
capitalist society, of owning things, does much 
more -to make us fearful and untrusting of our 
fellow men, and therefore alienated from and 
violent toward them, than does the entire war 
machine governed by the pentagon. 

Pacifists implicitly recognize this by de- 
nouncing non-murderous physical violence as 
well as murder. There la a legitimate balancing 
of the acceptance of the not-direcUy-lethal vio- 
lence involved in conditions of gross injustice, 
on the one hand, and, on the other, the accept- 
ance of the use of violence in order to create 
conditions which will lead men to be more non- 
violent 

Some pacifists seem to believe that violence 
corrupts absolutely — at least in relation to, 





say, Cuba and Vict Nam. Because the Cubans 
and the Vietnamese Liberation Front hove used 
violence and still do, they say, a person who 
fails to condemn them cannot be a pacifist 

There can be no question that violenife tends 
to corrupt individuab, no matter how worthy 
their goals. 

The negative effects of violence in making 
(and continuing) a revolutlo n | ^ca n be offset by 
the positive effects bfffi^lf^^tion of a social 
order which is more Justj'Uliiwating, and on the 
whole non-violent;, i.e., a tociety where men are 
not impelled by social conditions to he physically 
and psychologically violent to others.

village of peàsànts'in-an underdeveloped country. 
The peasants live in the conditions of degrada- 
tion and physical misery which we all have read 
about They seek to gain their revolutionary ends 
in non-^vlolent ways, such> as petitionhig the 
landlord and tiie' government 

Eventually the peasants non-violently occupy 
the landlord's lands and the government sends 
troops, who kill a number of peasants and re- 
turn the lands to the landlord. Now what does 
our non-violent leader do ? 

If he counsels the peasants to continue their 
non-violent forms of protest, even in the face of 
selective terror by the landlord or his agents 
(the government), he runs the risk of .divorcing 
' himself from the peasants, who by now are 
prepared to take weapons and go into the hills. 
Thus, he risks being unable to affect the substan- 
-ce of "the new order — not only when the libe- 
ration movement eventually comes to power, 
but also' during the important formative period 
when it is struggling for power. 

• In order to create the conditions for a 
non-violent society, a revolution is needed in 
tiie entire 'way of life of underdeveloped coun- 
tries. 



Liberation means a very active and assertive 
struggle for freedom and development. The 
essence of that struggle is the release of enor- 
mous amounts of energy, both creative and des- 
tructive, In the peoples of those societies. 

I would argue that Gandhi's greatest mistake 
was not to make an effective economic revolution 
along with his effective political revolution. (He 
proposed a reactionary revolution which was 
unrealistic.) 

His technique of non co-operation was appli- 
cable to the political revolution but not to the 
badly needed economic one. In fact, Gandhi must 
share the responsibility both for the par- 
tition riots that (oliowcd independence and for 
the continued degradation In which the Indian 
masses live. 

Both these could have been at least substan- 
tially bettered if the people of the Indian sub- 
continent had been urged and structured into a 
vast effort at socialist economic development 
which would have channeled energies away from 
internecine struggles. 

Without implying a point-by-point comparison, 
I would argue that Chinese society, though based 
on violent revolution, includes many more of the 
conditions for a non-violent society ' than does 
India's. In fact, Just what, aside from largely 
Irrelevant political independence, do the Indian 
people have to show for Gandhi's efforts? 

Men can change their attitudes towards others 
no more rapidly than the social conditions which 
shape them. This is a virtually universal rule of 
human affairs; and it is immoral and stupid to 
ask or expect peasants to be supermen by being 
pacifists, when the entire fabric of their lives is 
so viblcntj^^.-: , 

WhaTlsTlmportant is to seek ways to structure 
social institutions so as gradually to draw men 
from their violent predispositions to more healthy 
and non-violent ones.

tentation services. Also ., under, 
this 'section was the affirmation 
that Quebec should have ex- 
clusive jurisdiction in revenue 
matters. 

The division between Quebec 
delegates and non-Quebecers was 
even more sharp on this issue. 
Eighty-three percent of Quebec 
delegates voted for the labour re- 
solutions but only 20 per cent 
from Ontario, 31 percent from 
Acadia and 27 per cent from the 
West voted in favoiir. The re- 
solution docs not officially re- 
present the opinion of the whole 
body but only that of the Que- 
bec Estates. 

• Similar jurisdictional exclusiv- 
ity was proposed for legislation 
in the financial and commercial 
fields. Laws in these fields "must 
be made to conform .with the 
spirit of Quebec's nation and her 
French culture and must be con- 
cluded in relation to her econ- 
omic development". It was also 
proposed that French-Canadian 
commercial missions visit 
French-Canadians outside Que- 
bec to establish commercial ties. 
But on the vote the same split 
occurred as before. Ninety-one 
per cent of Quebec delegates ac- 
cepted ..the ^< financial and com- 
mercial resolutions but only 47, 
55 and 29 percent of the res- 
pective Ontario, Maritime and 
Western delegotes agreed. 

On a motion calling on the 
"Parliament of Quebec" to odopt 
"radical and concrete measures 
to impose the general usage of 



French" the only dissenting 
mojority came from the western 
Estates. However, only Quebec 
and Maritime Estates managed 
the two-thirds majority required 
for the resolution to become of- 
ficial policy. In this same set 
of resolutions the Quebec gov- 
ernment was called upon to 
establish French as the only of- 
ficial language in organizations 
directly or indirectly under its 
control, for example school com- 
missions, ministries, and muni- 
cipal councils. 

It called on the , English mi- 
nority to be "disposed to be bi- 
lingual on all levels. Any federal, 
confederal, Cunadlan union or 
other organization must be en- 
tirely bilingual." 

Other sections of the resolu- 
tions on territoriality proposed 
Quebec exercise full jurlRdictlon 
on her ulr space, that Quebec re- 
coup those parts of her territory 
in western Quebec which have 
passed Into federal "competence", 
especially the region oround 
Hull, that Quebec obtain abroga- 
tion of the present federal rights 
of expropriation in Quebec, that 
Quebec reclaim complete com- 
petence with regard to naviga* 
tion on the St. Lawrence and its 
tributaries and that Quebec af- 
firm her rights over Labrador.
